Try the Seed dom. 
It will be well for every farmer, let him 
have ever so much confidence m it, to try 
his seed corn before planting time, to make 
sure that it will grow. We have repeated­ 
ly advised our readers to gather the seed 
eorn at the proper time and hang it in the 
smoke house, or a place prepared for it 
where it could be smoked over a fire. This 
was especially necessary last fall, for there 
bas been no weather arnee corn matured to 
dry it enough to insure it against damage 
mfthe zero weather we had In January. 
The matter of saving seed corn is looked 
upon as a tniog of too little interest, while 
it concerns them more than any other one 
thing on the farm requiring so little labor. 
It is claimed on good authority thai 50,000, 
OOO bushels of corn, in Iowa alone, was lost 
last year on account of bad seed corn. 
There is much corn throughout the coun­ 
try now in a rotting condition, largely re­ 
sulting from second planting. With seed 
which is not of the best, it most be admit­ 
ted that the condition of the ground has 
much to do with the successful sprouting 
of the seed, out of the best the corn grows 
“whether or no.” 
Another fact must be 
taken Into account which is in favor of 
first-class seed, that it comes forth so much 
more vigorously than that which merely 
grows. The seed full of vitality grows rap 
idly, is more* easily kept free from weeds, 
and produces much better than that which 
sprouts only under favorable circumstan­ 
ces. 
• 
We anticipate much trouble to farmers 
this year from seed corn failing to grow, 
and heavy losses to individual farmers in 
consequence; but by careful experiments 
much oiaj be averted. The corn should 
be tried in conditions not too favorable to 
its growth, so that ii it proves bad, both 
may be obtained in season.

LuNDoN, April 6—C a. rn.—Russia is 
making every endeavor to pacify Austria, 
and to induce Turkey to make an offensive 
and defensive alliance.

vived as to the attempts by Russia to get 
possession of the Turkish fleet in case of a 
war with England, but your Constantino­ 
ple correspondent telegraphs that no such 
negotiations have ever been suggested to 
the Porte.

Mechanics For Farmers. 
Prof. J. W. Robinson delivered rn lecture 
before the Institute at the Illinois Indus­ 
trial University* in which he said in sub­ 
stance : “The world has had its stone age, 
its bronze age, its iron age, and is now pass­ 
ing through a mechanical age. Mechanics 
are now connected with all interests. The 
farmer has not, perhaps, come in for his 
share, hut he has not been left out. Our 
country has vastly improved agricultural 
implements. Compare, ii you will, the old 
wrought iron nee made byQsome black­ 
smith, with the present steel hoe; or the 
present cast steel plow with the old wooden 
plow with its clumsy wooden mold board, 
covered perhaps with strips of sheet iron. 
The requisites to human well-being are 
food, raiment, shelter and happiness; and as 
the supplier of the most important ot these, 
food, the farmer ought to be the most fa­ 
vored. But is he? No. For steam has 
clum, or to I not, to any degree, been brought under his 
Lunger told | control and it must be before farm mechan­ 
ics eau stand on an equal footing with other 
branches of business. I think that one 
reason why young men leave the farm is 
bec iuse of the fascinations of machinery,

Alter rouse preliminary remarks the pro- 
fe>s r proceeded lo illustrate, by the use oi 
rn dc.s, many Important truths, which,| if 
billowed oui by me farmers present, could 
well repay them for the week spent at the 
Institute. 


Wool Suggestions. 
It will always ba best for a farmer to pro­ 
duce wool of one Sort or the other. Wool 
that is neither one thing nor the other— 
neither long nor short—will not usually 
command a satisfactory price so readily as 
if it were either the wool clipped from Me­ 
rino sheep or from the backs of some long- 
wool breed. An intelligent dealer In wool 
assures us that delaine wool should be at 
least three inches in length, and be a round, 
strong staple. The practice cf buying 
wool at an average price per pound, with­ 
out regard to its quality Hod condition, is 
paying a premium for and encouraging 
the growth Sol poor and dirty wool, for 
grease and filth cost but a trifle per pound 
compared with choice clean wool. Wool- 
growers who raise wool above the average 
as to quality and condition can do better 
than to sell it at an average price by send­ 
ing it to a reliable commission merchant, 
where it will be sorted and sold according 
to its merits. This is a safe and^satisiacto- 
ry way to sell good wool. It is not to be 
expected that wool-buyers 
will advise 
f&imers to thus dispose of their wool, for it 
deprives them of all the commission for 
buying, besides some twelve cents per 
pound extra in addition mr all the delaine 
wool sorted out by them.— Ex.

FARM NOTES. 
Of the farms in Pennsylvania, TI per 
cent. are cultivated by their owners; 20 per 
cent, are farmed on snares, and 0 per cent, 
are rented. 
During 1&77 there were 4.2S5.000 pounds 
of cheese shipped from Sheboygan county, 
Wis., tor which the producers received 
$4911,525. 
Tho annual consumption of sugar iu this 
country is about 1,900,DOO,OOO pounds, the 
revenue from which amounts to $10,000,- 
000 annually. 
The English feed for lattenicg sheep con­ 
sists of cotton seed and turnips. They claim 
that it will put ob the most fat, is the safest 
feed, makes tile best mutton at a less cost, 
and produces the best and strongest ma­ 
nure. 
Whatever crop your land mu}- produce, 
see that it docs not grow that most fatal of 
all productions—a mortgage. 
From a chemical stand point the roots of 
an acre of clover contam 185 pounds of ni­ 
trogen, 240 pounds of lime, 45 magnesia, 75 
potash, IO pouods of soda, 24 sulphur, and 
70 pounds of phosphoric acid.

What a valuable cross oi cattle for 
lazy people, and what an interest the small 
boy of Baker’s family must take in that 
cow ! 
Au acre of soil one foot deep contains 
4,000,000 pounds. 
An average acre of 
American soil, six inches deep, is estimated 
lo contain 17,3d3 pounds magnesia, 6,000 
p< mode soda, 2,730 pounds sulphuric acid, 
4,000 pounds phosphoric acid, and 500 
pi muds chlorine. 
It is stated that 500 new cheese factories 
are to be put up in the Stale of iowa this 
spring. Other parts of the West are also 
increasing the number ot their cheese fac­ 
tories. la New York the same tendency is 
evident. In the southern portions ot Che- 
uango county twel«e new cheese factories 
are iu course of erection, aud that, too, in a 
bulter region. They will be supplied by the 
milk ol dairies which has heretofore been 
converted into bulter. 

Let them Lave 
an opportunity to make a pittance for 
themselves—an acre of corn or a quarter 
of mat for potatoes—someth log, any m ing 
that will encourage the boys and give them 
h ipes for the future. Farmers aud fumers, 
try It for just one year, aud sec if your boys 
do not seem more cheerful; see if they are 
not more contented with their sphere in 
lite ; aud also see it it will not tend to make 
th«m real, active, and enthusiastic tann­ 
ers. 
The best thing to do with cobs, says a 
correspondent to the Practical Farmer, is 
lo burn them to a nice charcoal, pulverize, 
stir in a little salt, and feed to hogs.

New Method in Corn Culture. 
Colonel J. H. McAfee, of Mississippi, 
has just published a small pamphlet, co 
how lo till the soil. For i! his twenty-five 
years of practical teats of his new system of 
culture lo Mississippi, endorsed as it is by 
so many farmers and prominent citizens of 
m at IS late, can be corroborated by like 
tests in the great corn fields of the West, it 
will be a Very desirable innovation upon 
the laborious methods now ic vogue. Col­ 
onel McAfee claims that by his method he 
"can cultivate two acres of land with the 
average labor spent on one. and make more 
bushels of corn per acre than upon the old 
system of cultivation, and that, too, with­ 
out ever havmg comparatively, any grass, 
during the cultivation or afterwards.” 
This, we must admit, is a pretty bold as­ 
sertion to make, in the face of the agricul­ 
tural experience of a whole nation, but its 
very boldness, and the endorsements the 
uew system has received, forbid that it 
should be denied a hearing, at least, and a 
lair trial. 
Cob»nel McAfee attacks the ♦'thorough 
preparailou-ol the-sou*’ system and claims 
it is hard upon the laborer, hard upon me 
(rara, bard upon the land aud unnecessarily 
expensive, and that it does uot produce as 
good results 
as 
his 
simpler, cheaper 
method. Iu describing that method Col­ 
onel McAfee first asks, "W here are the 
grass seed ? It you are one of those 
‘ihorough-preparation’ men, I doubt if you 
can answer this correctly, otherwise you 
would not plow so much. However, I will 
answer tor you. 
The grass seed are all 
down in the water-furrow—in the middle 
of the row. They are put in there by the 
winds and heavy rains." In commencing 
upon such a field his plao is not to plow 
all the field first, bul run a furrow with a 
‘‘scouter," above the glass seed so as i«. 
have none come up in the Grill—run the 
first furrow up close to the old corn stalks, 
plowing 
them 
all 
loose 
on 
one 
side. 
In 
this 
furrow 
drop 
the 
corn 
and 
then 
cover 
with 
tw o ; 
furrows with the same plow. 
There the 
labor rests until the corn gets high enough 
to work. Meanwhile the grass and weeds j 
have sprung up between the rows ob the 
unplowed ground. 
It the land is fresh, J 
Uh Tse and mellow, “bar o il’ with turning ‘ 
plow, covering up all weeds and grass J 
Horn tho middle. 
The vegetation thus I 
covered up dtcays, enriches the soil, and 
tends to keep it light and porous.
